lour mailings of 5/ 15 and 5/l6 received. I suggested earlier that one 
of your mailings may have been lost in the post office; that is evidently not the case. 

Thanks for the copies of your letters to Jim L. I will wait a week or so 
to s* what he sends me and then write him. As you know, I don't really care that 
much about getting credit for my work, but I am curious to see if and how they may 
have botched up what I did on the mail cover business. As you also know, I have 
filed a ? of I request relating to these documents (for the nre-assassination 
photo of LHO’s letter) without indicating to the JD what my interest was. 

Please refer to your note of 5/1-4-, to MF, SM, PH, JNS, re withholding, 
lou mentioned that a "Heller" is in the newly released CD's as an alleged homosexual 
Oswald-Ruby contact. Could you give the CD reference for this? I remember 
noticing it when I went through the file, but I thought that this Heller had a 
different first name or address or such from the Robert Lawrence Heller who saw 
the literature distribution (CE 1928). 

In that same note, you mentioned that some CD's were probably released as a 
result of our pressure. In that connection, note that just the first paragraph 
of CD 1054 was released; It is rare for only part of a page to be withheld. By 
letter of 11/20/69, I asked the Archives for CD 1054, noting" If withheld, for 
what reason? A later CIA memo with the same title, 'Information concerning Jack 
Ruby . . . and his associates , ' states that CIA files have no information on Ruby 
or his activities. (CD 1493, published in CE 2980)" The Archives recly (12/23/69) 
was simply that "CD 1054 is withheld from research under Guideline 2 at the 
request of the Central Intelligence Agency." Note that what was released in CD 1054 
is essentially identical to the first two paragraphs of CD 2980. I guess that the 
rest of CD 1054 says something explicit about the CIA's record-keeoing or informant 
system and how they were reviewed, and that CD 1493 was retted for" publication with 
such references cleaned up. So, there is a good chance that the declassification 
was a result of my request . 

That note was sent to MF and SM. Are they both working on the new CD’s? 

Your letter of 5/13, with requests for cliooings. I am making 2 copies of 
the stories on the Hutton killing, 4/18 and 4/19. Re the 4/21 story; yes, Wes Wise 
was elected mayor of Dallas. Is that good? ... I don’t think there is anything of 
note in the JG - LT&T stories. The report on 4/29 that JG was to take a 2-week 
vacation suggested to me a possible cover for new investigative interests, but that 
is just a guess. I'm also copying the T-? 4/9 story, p. 6. 

I will send the above clippings third-class, along with most of a recent Archives 
order (see separate letter). Let me know if it arrives in a reasonable time. I would 
like to use third class more on routine Xerox copies to beat the postal rates. I 
will be sending the CD's you asked for in the same package. 

If Jim L. does draft complaints for you on the F of I requests which you mention 
in the letter, I would appreciate a crack at them s before they are filed. 

Interesting point you make about Quiroga probably having been an informant against 
his anti-Castro buddies. I probably haven't thought about Quiroga 's role enough, 
since I tend to discount all the rumors and unofficial reports I have seen. 

1 would hope that you could use the Quiroga material I have uncovered in your work; 
my strong suggestion being that you first try to follow it up as far as possible, 
which would mean interviews of Quiroga and Butler, etc. by responsible parties. 

You asked if I know someone with access to a Seattle City Directory. I don't 
know of anyose (I don’t have access); Jim Schmitt might be a good bet. Best chance 
would be someone who can check the Library of Congress.
